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No end in sight to water ban

Using tap water for outdoor watering is 
now prohibited, bulk water sales are 
restricted, and industrial businesses within 
Didsbury’s limits are being urged to limit 
non-essential water use after a ban went 
into effect last week. 

The Mountain View Regional Water 
Services Commission implemented the ban 
in Didsbury on August 18 in response to 
several days of soaring temperatures that 
resulted in the water reservoir operating at 
50 per cent capacity or less. 

Other communities under the ban 
include Carstairs, Olds, Bowden and 
Crossfield. 

Innisfail is under a warning, but because 
the town is on a different line than other 


communities a ban hasn’t been implement¬ 
ed. 

“We have to maintain enough water to 
service critical things such as the fire 
departments and hospitals," said Bob 
Davidson, chairman of the water services 
commission. 

Davidson said he felt confident that ban¬ 
ning outside watering would help return 
capacity levels back to normal. 

Tlie ban stipulates that tap water cannot 
be used for outdoor watering, bulk water 
sales are restricted, and industrial busi¬ 
nesses are urged to limit their consump¬ 
tion and halt non-essential water use until 
further notice. 

“We haven’t shut down car washes, but at 
this point we're saying ‘be a little more 
careful about what you’re allowing, " said 
Davidson. 

He explained that the rapid influx of res¬ 


idents to the county in the past few years, 
coupled with limited means to transport 
water from the Anthony Henday Water 
Treatment Plant in Innisfail to southern 
communities has resulted in higher 
demand than what can be transported 
because southern flowing pipes can only 
carry so much water at one time. 

“The reason it was imposed was the line 
to the south... from the (Anthony Henday 
Water Treatment) plant down through to 
Crossfield cannot carry the amount of 
water it needs to keep the reservoir system 
filled, so it had dropped past the (critical) 
point," he said. 

The reservoir was at a low of 42 per cent 
capacity on August 12, but it needs to rise 
to a minimum of 85 per cent before restric¬ 
tions are lifted. 

Restrictions have been imposed so 
there's enough water for critical activities 


such as firefighting. Drinking water sup¬ 
plies have not been affected. 

“You have to have at least some volume 
of the reservoir’s capacity available for 
emergency and we’ve reached a critical 
point. Until such time as the line system 
can refill the reservoirs the water restric¬ 
tions ( will remain),” Davidson said. 

Rainfall last week in Olds and Didsbury 
did help some, but Davidson said a lot 
more needs to fall before the reservoir is 
filled to capacity. 

As long as it stays cool and consumption 
remains lower, the level should slowly rise. 
The stress to the system of hot, dry weath¬ 
er as occurred on the weekend of August 
lb and 17 Ls the worst-case scenario. 

“That last weekend it was so hot and 
everybody (was) out and doing their stuff 
outside probably really dropped the level 
in a hurry," Davidson said.

"Since perimeter security was introduced more than 
two years ago, il has proven very successful," said Fred 
Lindsay, Solicitor General and Minister of Public Security. 
"()ur sheriffs have stopped more than 16,000 items such as 
knives, box cutters, brass knuckles, bear spray and a gun 
from getting into our courthouses. We're providing a 
safer, more secure environment for both the public who 
access courthouses in Alberta and the people who work 
there.* 

Perimeter security is part of the province's three-year 
comprehensive court security plan. The plan's first phase 
was introduced in September 2005 when sheriffs took 
over courtroom and prisoner transfer duties from the 
RCMP. The move allows RCMP officers to concentrate on 
tlte frontline policing duties in the community. 

"Sheriffs got inmates to the door and then RCMP took 
over. This way sheriffs look after them all tlte way 
through." said Davio. 

Nine additional sheriffs awl one sergeant have been 
hired in southern Alberla to accommodate the move. 

"Didsbury is a circuit court so they (sheriffs) will go 
there as needed." 

According to Davio, the changes will not likely affect 
people attending court in Didsbury on an average day. 

"The same jobs are getting done, just by different peo¬ 
ple. If it's a high profile ease, they may have to get 
scanned. It would slow them down a little hit. But 1 don't 
think people will notice a huge difference." 

Didsbury, ()kotoks, Airdrie and Cochrane are among the 
last locations in the province to receive the enhanced 
courthouse security measures. They will be implemented 
in September. 

Lirger communities have received walk-through scan¬ 
ners, hand-held metal detectors, and X-ray inspection sys¬ 
tems for baggage scanning as part of the perimeter secu¬ 
rity program.

I’ve heard countless (what I call) excuses for 
the inhumane goings-on at rodeos: the horses 
have such thick skin they don’t feel the spurs dig¬ 
ging into their sides, the calf’s neck is so strong 
that roping doesn’t faze it, the animals love per¬ 
forming, it’s just a horse/bull/calf/ewe, it’s only 
for a few seconds so what’s the big deal?

reduced intelligence levels in chil¬ 
dren, and impaired thyroid func¬ 
tion." 

There are so many illnesses and 
cancers these days that to me it 
seems common sense that they have 
to be related to something we are 
doing to our bodies, something we 
are putting in it. “Current science", 
as quoted so many times in the 
August 12 article, certainly doesn’t 
have the answers for us. 

In addition, as reported in the 


Globe and Mail article of November 
22, 2(X)7 “A review is even more 
pressing, in the view of critics, 
because scientists now believe that 
the main protective action from fluo¬ 
ride does not come from ingesting 
the chemical, with the teeth absorb¬ 
ing it from inside tin* body, hut from 
direct absorption through topical 
application to teeth." 

Water has been here for billions of 
years in its perfect, pure form. 

Clean, pure water is vital to our 
health. Keep the chemicals out. If 
you want excess fluoride in your 
water, I say put it in your own per¬ 
sonal source.

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Sculpting their way to health and success

Commitment. 

That single word is the best descriptor for 
Brad and Heather Lansen and their pursuit of 
the body perfect. 

The Didsbury couple is fully immersed in 
the sport of bodybuilding and despite the 
sacrifices and work it takes wouldn't have it 
any other way. 

For the last 12 years the two have been 
fully dedicated to the daily routine of gym 
workouts, meticulous diet planning and 
sculpting their bodies. In more recent times 
they’ve taken their passion to new highs as 
both stepped into the competitive bodybuild¬ 
ing arena; Brad for the last seven years and 
Heather just this year. 

"1 think in the back of my head I always 
wanted to do it, and 1 also wanted to see and 
hike part in what Brad does,” explained 
1 leather. 

And what an introduction to the competi¬ 
tive side of the ledger. At the Southern 
Alberta Bodybuilding < 'hampionships in Red 
I leer this past June, the first-time competitor 
took top spot in the women’s middleweight 
and masters division and also secured the 
women’s overall title. 

It brought Heather full circle as she initial¬ 
ly started out like so many that head into the 
gym and shut lifting weights. 

“I think you just start going to the gym for 
health reasons ... and then you get to know 
the community like in other sports and you 
just kind of end up there,” she suggested. 

It helps having a life partner that Ls also just 
as committed to the si>ort, if not more so. 

As someone who always had an apprecia¬ 
tion for the sport and always dabbled in it, 
Brad came to the conclusion that he’d have 
to make a lifelong commitment if he wanted 
to take that next step and fulfill a person 
goal. 

“When I was alx>ut 29 or .TO I decided that 
if I was going to do anything with it, you 
know ‘live the dream’, that I'd letter grab the 
bull by the horns right then... ;ind that's what 


1 did,” he explained. 

A veteran competitor in the men’s mid¬ 
dleweight and masters divisions, Brad is 
looking forward to the 2009 provincial and 
national competitions along with Heather. 

Because the regimen of muscle develop¬ 
ment and muscle sculpting can be quite 
demanding, the pair is limiting the number of 
competitions they enter. That ensures the 
Ik'sI results in terms of producing the typ* of 
mass and definition that judges are looking 
for. 

And the most important element in their 
training schedule Ls their diet. 

“So basically, it’s all about what you eat,” 
Brad explained. “People think there’s mas¬ 
sive amounts of dnigs in bodybuilding ... but 
most of it’s genetics. You can take ;ill the 
dnigs in the world but it’s ail about the food.” 

Their food intake varies depending on 
what pari of their training stage they’re in. 
During the non-competitive part of the calen¬ 
dar, they’ll eat literally thousands of calories. 
Heather Ls currently on an eating plan that 
has her near 3,000 calories per day and Brad 
is hoping to l>e up around 8,000. 

They admit it sounds like a tremendous 
amount of food to pack away, but coupled 
with a diiily lifting schedule that lasts any¬ 
where from half an hour to an hour per body 
part, it provides a base from which they can 
sculpt into the tyjH' of form commonly seen 
at competition. 

“It’s hard to eat that much food,” Brad 
laughed. “But it’s extremely good food .. it 
has everything you need and 1 relieve it or not 
eating all tliat food, a person doesn’t get fat, 
you get big and grow muscle." 

In order to ensure their diet is healthy yet 
effective, the couple enlist the advice of 
another husband and wife team. 

Brian and Donna Logue of Edmonton are 
legends in the sport in Alberta. Not only are 
they responsible for liaving organized the 
Alberta Bodybuilding Association that the 
Lausens belong to, but also they serve as per¬ 
sonal trainers to the Didsbury couple along 
with a laundry Ust of high level athletes.

Other than 
the absence of the two 
guards on the offensive line 
and one of the backs, the 
nine-man code plays with 
the identical rules and field 
size that the Alberta high 
schools utilize. 

“Nine-man football is kind 
of a take on an American 
concept - they have eight- 
man leagues,” said 
Lefebvre. “It’s for smaller 
centres, so because they’ve 
got 11 they go down to eight 
and because we’ve got 12- 
man in Canadian football, 
we go down to nine.” 

He said Football Alberta 
has been supportive of the 
concept and encouraging 
the league’s growth and 
development, particularly 
in the smaller centres. Last 
year was the first foray into 
nine-man football anywhere 
in Alberta. 

And while early registra¬ 
tion in Didsbury is down 
slightly front last year, with 
19 on board so far com¬ 
pared to 25 last season, 
Lefebvre says they exited 
to see the ntuulters creep 
up towards the 2007 total as 
potential players return 
from holidays.

JED Oil trying to find financial footing 

Locally-based company files for credit protection

A local oil and natural gas company’s debt appears to 
have it over a barrel, at least for now. 

On Aug. 13, Didsbury-based JEI) Oil Inc. applied credi¬ 
tor protection - similar to Chapter 11 in the United States 
- under the federal Companies’ Creditors Arrangement 
Act (CCAA). 

The move comes as the company, which engages in the 
exploration, development, and production of natural gas 
and crude oil in Canada and the United States, was 


This protection - which expires 30 days from filing, but 
can be extended - will give the struggling company,

which declared a net loss of $5.2 million US for the first 
half of 2008, an opportunity to find its financial footing. 

“Everything we owed through Aug. 12 is essentially 
frozen in the sense that creditors can’t seek remedies 
against us like realizing on their security or filing law¬ 
suits," indicates Johnston, adding that this will provide 
breathing space for the company to take care of its back 
bills. 

It will also level the playing field by assigning all of the 
organization’s creditors equal repayment priority, she adds. 

“As it was, when people had services that we absolute¬ 
ly needed, they could insist we make payments on the 
past due part or they wouldn’t keep working for us.” 

In the meantime, the company is permitted to continue 
its normal day-to-day-operations. Johnston is optimistic 
that the company will be able to recover. 

“It’s business as usual," she says. “There’s a definite 
possibility, if not probability, that we’ll keep operating.” 

JED Oil is publicly traded on the American Stock 
Exchange (AMEX) under the ticker symbol JDO. In the 
fidl of 20t)<>, it underwent a management restructuring 
that saw the departure of the company’s president and 
chief financial officer and tin* arrival of Tom Jacobsen as 
CEO.
